Discussion Lasting Whole Day Re- 
solves Into Criticism of Hon. S. 
H. Blake's Pamphiet Calling At- 
tention to the Necessity of Ener.

Ottawa, Sept. 26—At yesterday ait- 
ernoon’s sitting of the Anglican synod 
the discussign in reference to Indian 
work was continued and there was 
some criticism of the pamphlet issued 
by 8. H. Blake on the subject. 

Mr. Charles Jenkins, of Petrolea, 
thought the Indian question should 
be disposed of at once. Arehdeacon 
Lloyd, of Alberta, thought the Indian 
question a very important one. Much 
time should be taken to formulate a 
party to direct it in the future. He 
would like to see a especial Indian 
committee appointed in the west by 
the archbishop of Rupert’s Land, and 
another in the, east 33 the primate. 
The Indian problem, & said, would 
settle itself in a few years for the red 
men were dying out. He did not be- 
lieve, however, that the Indian schools 
end missions were hotbeds of disease, 
Continuing, the speaker said that 
while the officials at Ottawa are con- 
siderate, officialy on reserves are like 
“little tin gods.”

Archdencon Gillmore asked 8. , 
Blake pointedly, why he charged the 
Anglican church in Algoma with apa- 
thy in regard to Indivn work. Mr.

The government had 
taken lands and certain liberties 
away from the Indians and it was not 


fair that their interests should. not 
be looked after. Mr. Blake told the 
synod that Hon. Frank Oliver. had 


written him about these schools and 
he felt confidence in the promises Mr. 
Oliver had made in respect to them. 
The discussion was still progressing 
when the synod adjourned at’ six 
o'clock. 

Synod Names Committee. 

At the evening session Rev.O’Meara 
moved a resolution to refgr the mat- 
ter to a special committee to be ap- 
pointed by the board of missions. 
Thevsynod after a disetission that had 
lasted all day, finally disposed of the 
Indian school question by voting 
down Rev, O’Meara’s motion and pae-

RIGID MEAT INSPECTION. 


Regulations Issued Providing for In- 
Seetien of Mest and Canned 


Ottawa, Sept, 28—-The Canada Gaz- 
contains an  order-in-council 
bringing into effect a new and im- 
proved set of regulations in respect 


to the act which provides. for the 


inspection of meat and canned joods. 
These regulations do not apply to es- 
tablishments in which the sole pro- 


ducts sprepared for export are ’ 


fruit or vegetables. In order that a 
distinetive mark may be given all 
careasses slaughtered or prepared for 
food to every establishment at which 
inspection is maintained, the minister 
of apne will assign a number 
which shall be used with the crown 
and the words ‘Canada approved.” 

It is provided that sausages, can- 
ned méats and portions intended for 


euring shall be prepared only from 
carcasses marked “Canada approved,” 


and which on re-inspection are found 
to be fit for food. Their preparation 
and packing will be supervised by an 
inspector whose duty it will be to see 
that no food products shall contain 
any deleterious substawee.

~ Fire in Soap Works. 

Yosterday evening shortly after six 
o'clock an alarm of fire was sent in 
from the Standard soap works, Chief 
Smart hurried to the scene trom head- 
quarters, and when he arrived he con- 
sidered the building was doomed, and 
telephoned for the entire ‘brigade and 
apparatus to htmry to the fire.
